even with the deepest looms, with as many as 16 rows 
of harness, only simple designs could be produced :: 
that is to say, designs ‘would repeat every sixteen 
threads. More complicated designs could only be ob- 
tained by hand work, such as tapestry. = 

With the controliof the Jacquard machine, the. 
most intricate designs of unlimited Iength can be pro-° 
duced. «Like most great inventions, the operation is 
comparatively simple. The Jacquard cards are car- 
ried along in an endless chain and each in turn goes on 
to a sexagonal cylinder. This cylinder has holes 
punched into it. The Jacquard machine has horizont- 
al needles, and when a card is exactly opposite these 
needles move forward and press against the card, 
passing through the holes punched in it. When they 
pass through they release vertical hooks and these 
vertical hooks remain. in position. The remaining 
vertical hooks ate carried up by the machine and by 
this means the Jashes in the harness through which 
the warp threads pass are also raised. This creates 
what’ is known as the shed, consisting of so many 
warp threads remaining in position and so many 
being raised. When. the threads are raised, the 
shuttle carrying the weft or filling shute passes 
through. First a ground of white thread goes 
through and then the shed is. changed by the 
jacquard control and a colored design thread is 
carried through, then another white ground thread 
and so on. It will be readily seen that a loom must 
be as perfectly timed as an automotile in order to 
obtain aecurate and regular weaving. 


WOVEN NAME APPEARS — 


- In front of the loom the quills previously referred 
to can be seen in the shuttles,-also the warp threads 
before and after they are interwoven with the filling 
or weft threads. The woven. name or label appears 
in front of the shuttles. 

_ The jacquard cards are prepared for the loom by 
a cutting or stamping machine used for the purpose of 
cutting the holes inthe jacquard ‘cards. “The paper 
design from which the holes in the cards are cut is 
placed in front of the operator. 

In the er design lines are printed to represent 
the warp thfeads and across them, forming little 
squares; other lines to represent the weft or filling 
threads. The design is painted into these squares. 

The jacquard cards are then taken to a lacing 
machine used for the purpose of lacing them together. 
All cards have to be so laced before they are ready to 
putontheloom. The operator feeds the cards to the 
machine to be laced together. The order of lacing is 
as already described: ground card, design card, 
ground card, design card and so on until the design 
and ground is complete. It will be readily appreciat- 
ed that a great many cards are required to weave one 
little label. 


FINISHING DEPARTMENT 


Next we have the Finishing Department whére 
the woven goods are brought direct from the looms to 
be inspected, counted and boxed. The goods are then 
forwarded to the Sales Department. 

The great care exercised in the Finishing De- 
partment is one of the special Cash features that has 
ensured the dependability of Cash’s Names. Each 
name is individually examined by trained inspectors» 
to ensure that only perfect names Jeave the plant. 

Within one week’s time the order is back again to 
the Name Department. During the afternoon hours 
the finished prodyct comes in from the factory and 
the staff turn their attention to the sorting and billing 
of the orders. = 

When the billing is completed, the Names are put 


* in large mail bags, and sent to the shipping depart- 


ment for final dispatch. 

Each individual order passes through the hands 
of twenty people, each of whom could but does not 
make a mistake. 

To lovers of statistics ,the following details will 
be of interest: To weave one gross of Cash’s Names, 
600 jacquard cards punched with 25,000 holes and 
laced togethed with 300 feet of cord are mounted on 
the jacquard machine. The width of tape contains 
1,600 yards cf 
cotton are required. All this yarn is of the finest 
quality obtainable and*in guaranteed fast colours. 

Whilst Cash’s Names are mostly used for clothing 
and linen, they have many other varied applications. 
Hats, caps, suitcases, shoes, ctc., may all be perman- 
ently and neatly identified with Cash’s Names. Where 
the article is not suitable for sewing, they may be 
glued or gummed into place. 

Cash’s Names are in demand in homes, institu- 
tions, ete., throughout the year, and the demand is 
particularly. heavy in the spring for the marking of 
outfits of boys, girls and older folks guing to camps or 
summer residences, and for travellers and tourists. 
Another busy season is in the late summer and fall, 
when the outfits of school children must be marked for 
the new.term and nurses mark their outfits on enter- 
ing their training period.

On September 2ist, 1922, the Unit- 
ed States raised their duty from the 
$1.50 per ton, to $5.60 per ton, at 
which figure it remained for some 
years, and is now understood to total 
about $7.90 per ton. Thus with con- 
sumption in Canada, estimated an- 
nually from 10,000 to 15,000 tons, 
and shut out of the only other ay- 
ailable market and no duty on the 
mineral entering Canada, produc- 
thon ceased about 1925." 

It is hoped that in the near future

It would thus seem that the total 
consumption in Canada would not 
exceed much more than.3 per cent.

Boston, Mass—Operating expen- 
ses of Harvard University, with its 
new houses and increased staff of 
teachers and oficers, reached a 
tecord height in the academic year 
closing last June, it is revealed in

sity. The total figure was $13,466,-

Harvard athletics were self-sup- 
porting, due to the drawing power 
of the football team. The Faculty 
Club was also self-supporting. 

Statistics were unavailable as to 
the exact portion of the operating 
expenses defrayed by student tui- 
tions. With some 8,500 graduate 
and under-graduate students con- 
tributing an average of $4000. per 
year for a total of $3,400,000. it was 
evident that money gathered from 
tuition yould hardly meet instruc- 
tlon and research expenses. Hare 
vard’s operating expenses are ¢cx- 
pected to reach another new height 
during the present academic year 
Two hundred men have been add- 
cd to the teaching staff, bring the 
total to more than 1800.

Wilds 


Halifax, N.S. (By The Canadian 
Press)\—The lure of Arctic wastes 
is in the blood of Stephen Dacey. 
Home after four years in the Hud- 
son Straits region, he is eagerly 
looking forward to another period 
of service at a wireléss direction 
station nestling among native ig- 
loos and trading posts in one of 
Canada’s northern outposts. The 
spell of the North remains unshak- 
en by the softer winds of Nova 
Scotia, Zand Dacey {s anxious to 
exchange city lights for the mid- 
night sun, and Canadian becf for 
Arctic bear steak, 

Surrounded by souvenirs of his 
Arctic sojourn, Dacey sketched his 
adventures since departing from 
Halifax as a member of a Gov- 
ernment expedition to erect naviga- 
tion alds for steamers carrying 
Canada’s grain from Port Church- 
i, Hudson Bay, to Europe. He 
remained to witness the departure 
of the first two grain boats to use 
the newly completed terminals at 
the Hudson Bay port. 

Outstanding in Dacey'’s experi- 
ences was the destruction by fire 
last Christmas of the wireless sta- 
tion at Nottingham Island where 
he served three years. Other build- 
ings and nearby supplies were 
faved. 

Included in his trophies {s a po- 
lar bear rug. The animal, only two 
years old, dressed 800 pounds This 
hereditary foe and prey of the 
Eskimo was shot by native hunters, 
and Dacey told how the cournge- 
ous, maddened animal, with two 
mortal bulle’ wounds, swam fifty 
yards to shore to charge its at- 
tackers, only to fall dead a few 
feet from the smoking rifles. 

Dacey who has mastered the na- 
tive tongue, sald an Eskimo fs a 
born liunter. “They point instinct- 
ively to north, south, east or west 
without thought of compass and 
are never at a loss to know where 
they are. They do not know what

Lord Sankey -(right), Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, made his 
farewell ‘address ‘to the members. * The failure of the conferenze was 
largely due to the strong demands of Mahatma’ Gandhi ‘and his inability 
to devise a plan which was agrecable to the Hindu and Moslem factions.

Suffering Intense Pain. 


Points to Sorrows of 
World as Men Appear 
to Forget God 


- PAPAL MESSAGE 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
Pope Pius received a score of Card- 


inals at noon today and’ through; 


them sent a Christmas message to 
the Catholic world. 5 , 

He’refused to-discuss or advise on 
disarmament and peace because he 
said he and other Popes “had never 
been” heeded” in the past on that 
subject and often thelr words had 
“become ® cause of discord.” 

He announced he would issue soon 
an encyclical on the fifteenth cen- 
tenary council of Ephesus and told 
of his sorrows and joys in reviewing 
the work of the church for the past 
year. F 

He spoke particularly of the par- 
tial collapse of the Vatican Library 
on Tuesday and asked the Cardinals 
to remember, the five victims in their 
Masses tomorrow. 

“Books can be replaced but they 
can not,” he said. He expressed sor 
Tow for the bereaved families and 
remarked that “the buildings were 
old and were built in a hurry.” 

Among the sorrows of the church, 
the Pontiff mentioned the church's 
difficulties in Russia, Mexico and 
Spain and said he was pleased to see 
present Cardinal Segura Y Saenz, 
who was expelled from the latter 

In Mexico, he said, “The struggle 
against the church is still grave 
and sharp. However, recently the 
situation has been relieved by the 
smile of many in the Guadelups 
celebration.” “1d 

Spain, he remarked, “has torn 
cut the most beautiful pages of its 
history, desecrated the family, and 
desecrated the schools in a man- 
ner which is truly painful." He 
praised Cardinal Segura for his 
“herole and spontaneous renuncia- 
tion, not because of the real difti- 
culties but to obviate protests.” 

“Russia, “Mexico, Spain,” he ad- 
ced, “this is a sort of triangle over 
which hovers the greatest menace.” 

The move against Catholic action 
by the Fascist state last summer, 
he said, was one of those “ t 
sorrows that bring great pleasiites, 
for the principles of justice, equity 
and peace” were established and al 
is now right with the organization 

The Pontiff said the world ecou- 
omic crisis had brought pain and 
misery to many and caused much 
unemployment. He had done what 
he could to heip the fodless, he 
said, and had found -work for more 
than 8,000 in the Vatican, although 
all were not needed. , 

He regretted “that statesmen co 
not think of the hand of God and 
co not turn to God." He referred to 
thanksgiving, however, and sald “{:, 
is true that in America it has been 
remembered to thank Ged for past 
benefits and also to thank Him 
that in America troubles are not so 
grave as in other countries.”
